Wasiiworow, Peb. 15.—-After soms reutine
buriness in the House te-day, Mr, Hiand (Dem.,
Mo.) aaked imoun t that general
debats on the nelgniorage bill be elosed at 4
o'eloek this afternoon, to-morrew sfternoon,
or Baturday afternoon. Objection being made,
he sald It was evident that It would be Im-
vorsible to obtaln unanimous sonsent, and he
would to-morrow morning sndeavor to flx s
limitation of debats by & vote of the Houna,

The bill was taken up in Committss of the
Whole, and Mr, Rawligs (Dem.. Utah) eon-
sluded his apeseh, which was yestorday Inter-
rupted by adjournment. Ile aald that gentle-
meon from the East smiled with detiaion at the
finansial theories of the South and West. Tiut
the Bouth and West could live without the
East, whereas (he East, with Ita groat manus
faoturing enterorises and tesming milliona,
was dependent upon the Weat and Houth.

Mr. Latimor (Dem, B. Q), supported tha bilL
He reviowad the demonetization legislation of
1874, adduced avidencs to prove that It was a
sonapirney agalunt silver, and resited thae evil
conmequencen that bad followsd (ts enact.
ment. He bolleved that the Beoretary of the
Treasury bad used the latitude siven him
to diseriminate agalnst sllver. If the Beore-
tary had used the same Ingenulty to Interprat
the laws governing the selgnlorage as he had
the statutsa bearing upon the lssuance of
bonds, there would have been no neoss-
aity for the introduction of the pending bilL

Mr. Hendrix (Dom., N. Y.) sald that the |m-
prosalon pravalling throughout the world was
that the United Htates had gone out of the
buainess of giving a Notitious value to depre-
elated money. The demon of allver, like an
ovil genius, was now haunting the English
Iouses of Parllament. The situation In India
had roached an neute stage. The guestion of
sllver affosted the entire world, and was now
awalling sottlement somewhers In some way,
The whole world is now In & listening attl-
tude awalting for England to do something.

tofore colned selgniorage. He had never come
to Congress to do what he was authorized to
do by the Bherman act. But he had no legal
or moral right to take any Imaginary
portion of the bulllon deposited In the
Treasury and dealgnate It as selgolorage.
